Eastern railway executives announced th emselves as 
unalterably opposed to settlement of th e sh opcrafts strike 
on a basis th at would restore to th e men th eir seniority righ ts. 
Th is is understood to h ave been th e proposal of th e “ Big 
Four” mediators, submitted for consideration of th e 148 
railway presidents wh o meet in New York tomrorow. 
The peace co nference to mo rro w will fail unless carriers ac­ 
cept defeat o n this issue, a leading lalw» r man declared in Wash­ 
ing to n. 
Anthracite miners’ representativ es, in co nference with o pera­ 
to rs at Philadelphia to end the lo ng hard co al walko ut, hav e split 
amo ng themselv es with Chris Go lden, district leader, threatening 
to stampede. 
.Jo hn L. Lewis, president o f the United Mine Wo rkers, still 
was ho peful to day o f settlement, altho ug h he deliv ered a stro ng 
ultimatum to the o wners reg arding terms o f ag reement. 
Walko uts by bro therho o d rail wo rkers o n the So uthern rail­ 
ro ad, at Spencer, because o f g uards, were repo rted.

It was alleged by th e government 
th a t th e company was not actually 
building and selling automobiles a l­ 
th ough th ere was evidence th a t a few 
models h ad been turned out.

com pany’s circulars mailed virtually 
from coast to coast, represented th at 
th e automobiles were being sold at 
$1,4 8 5 each . 
Misrepresentation as

money was put also was ch arged. 
Pando lfo at St. Clo ud 
S. C. Pandolfo is now in St. Cloud 
it was reported from th ere Monday. 
He is no longer connected with th e 
Pan Motor company. 
Th e St. Cloud 
stockh olders obtained h is resignation 
in 1 !* 1 i* and reorganized th e com­ 
pany. 
It is now in a sound condi­ 
tion and Is operating, th ough on a 
small scale. 
Mail Frauds Charg ed 
Indictments th at were brough t in 
Ch icago against oth e r officials of th e 
company h ave all been cleared up, 
and none of th e oth er Pan Motor 
company men h ave been h eld for th e 
mall frauds laid at Pandolfo's door. 
Pandolfo was indicted first In Min­ 
nesota, by a federal grand Jury sit­ 
ting at Fergus Falls, Nov. 16, 1 1 S.

ON SENIORITY ISSUE 
Railro ads Endo wed With Public 
Interest 
(Continued from Monday) 
It is written in an opinion by th** 
Supieme Court °f th e United States: 
"T h e essentia! element of Individual 
property is th e legal righ t to exclude 
oth ers from enjoying It. 
If th e pro­ 
perty ig private th e righ t of exclusion 
may be a b s ol u t e . 
If th e property 
ih 
affected with th e public interest th e 
righ t of exclusion is qualified.” 
Th erefore, in defining th e a ut h or ­ 
ity of th e railway executives it must 
be realized at th e outset, flint, th at 
th ey represent only th « . minority In­ 
terest of th« * m one y 
lnv« *stors in Hie 
transportation industry; and second, 
th at th eir power as representatives 
of th e ow ners of th e ph ysical proper­ 
ties of th e railroads is a power liriU- 
ed in law by th e 
requirem ent 
th at 
th ose properties must be used in th e 
public interest. 
It is not th e "ow t- 
ers’’ of th e 
railroads 
wh o

executives. 
Th ese executives speak 
merely 
for 
a limited private interest in th e ph y­ 
sical properties wh ich h ave been d.:-j 
voted voluntarily to th e public se r­ 
vice. 
Th is private interest in rail- 
roaiL-properti« ** h as been h eld re­ 
peatedly by th e 
h igh est 
courts 
to be subordinate to

domi­ 
nating public interest in th ese 
instrum ents of public service. 


Now, in contrast to th is minor an I 
limited Interest wh ich th« * railway 
executives reprment,

tion be given to th e much laigei In­ 
terest In th e transportation Industry 
represented by th e officials of th e or 
ganlzed employes.

A QUESTION is m»ver set bled until it is settled right. 
This is 
true of the serious problem which keeps recurring, relative to the 
numlter of immigrants it is wise to admit into America at this 
time. 
Congressman isaac Siegel, of the immigration committee 
of the h o u s e , announces that the question of raising or lowering 
the quota will he b e f o r e the house again at an early elate. 
This 
is rather surprising atter the enate and house have jointly re­ 
enacted the Three Per Cent Law which continues in force until 
June SO, 1924. 
Since the passing of the Three Per Cent Law, the subject has 
been widely discussed by both those in favor of a higher percent­ 
age of admission and those opposed to letting down tile bars. 
Idealistic sentiment leads to arguments in favor of the ad­ 
mission of an increased number of immigrants. 
Hut this is one 
of the questions on which tile idealist and the specialist disagree. 
There can be little argument that inn* 1880, when the tide o f immi­ 
gration swept into the United States people from southeastern 
Europe ;n ever-increasing numbers, this country has been face 
to fact with an emergency. 
Army tests proved conclusively that 
the mental development of these aliens is not equal to that o f 
other peoples, and that they do not more than measure up in in­ 
telligence with the average child of parents from northwestern 
Europe. 
This is a fact to be faced. 
It is a splendid thing to lie able to stand up and announce 
to an impoverished Europe: “The Statue of Liberty lieckona you. 
Come! 
Within America you are assured hope and happiness*’’ 
Hut as one would not think of inviting into his home children 
who might grow up to disrupt it, neither can one risk the future 
of his faun try by offering such an invitation to those who can­ 
not be assimilated into the life id the American people. The ideal­ 
ist claims that these people can be assimilated. And possibly they 
could, if the life into which they are to be assimilated was sulli- 
eiently robust to allow the assimilation without lieing itself .*n- 
dangered. 
However, there .s a danger that such will affect the 
American standards without themselves being influenced by the 
tried and proved foundation principles of the United States. 
In 
oilier words, the melting pot is all right as long as it melts; but 
the melting pot is in danger if explosive elements are put into it. 
Wisdom suggests care in feeding metals into the ]>ot; for 
veil 
good molting pots may crack. 
Canada, w ith its great undeveloped resources, is more in iced 
of immigration than the United States. 
But this has not jirevt Hi­ 
ed our neighbor to the north passing an immigration law whici. 
specifies the classes who will not be allowed to hind. 
Canada’s 
law is not based on percentages but on fitness, anil only the it can 
get through the gates into that land. 
The narrow, provincially-ininded American, who bids Amer­ 
ica paddledier own canoe Without a thought of other peoples en­ 
dangered by the cross-current in human allairs, having failed to 
sense the inter-relation of peoples even though a war led ai our 
putting two million American soldiers into Em ope, is not the 
best leader; but it is equally tine that those who are so much 
interested in those outside of our barters thai they fail to see that 
neither a father nor a country can take into the home or the coun­ 
try all Who are impoverished and destitute and mentally unfit 
and, iii some cases physically diseased, without threatening the 
stability of the home or the nation, are the victims of a sentiment­ 
ality which may work ill to their children or their children s chil­ 
dren who will lie the citizens of generations which must bear the 
brunt of thor mistakes. 
Hut not all those who champion the admission of an increased 
number of aliens are moved by benevolent motives. 
Many who 
take this stand are influenced by tile wish that cheap alien labor 
may be mach easily obtainable, and by others who see in it the 
solution of the problem of securing hardworking, docile, domestic 
servants.

P r esid en t H a r d in g ’s message to congress, in which he pre­ 
sented the industrial situation as he sees it, will have a beneficial 
effect upon the country. 
It was a concise and masterly statement 
of a very complex condition. 
In it the president reviewed the

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T H E EMMICK l lJO N Q U E S T I O N 


A QUESTION is never settled until it is settled ri#ht. 
This is 
true of the serious problem which keeps recurring:, relative to the 
number of immigrants it is wise to admit into America at this 
time. 
Congressman Isaac Siegel, of the immigration committee 
of the house, announces that the question of raising or lowering 
the quota will be before the house again at an early date. 
This 
is rather surprising after the senate and house have jointly re­ 
enacted the Three Per Cent Law which continues in force until 
June 30, 1924. 
Since the passing of the Three Per Cent Law, the subject has 
been widely discussed by both those in favor of a higher percent­ 
age of admission and those opposed to letting down the bars. 
Idealistic sentiment leads to arguments in favor of the ad­ 
mission of an increased number of immigrants. 
But this is one 
of the questions on which the idealist and the specialist disagree. 
There can be little argument that ince 1880, when the tide of immi­ 
gration swept into the United States people from southeastern 
Europe in ever-increasing numbers, this country has been face 
to face with an emergency. 
Army tests proved conclusively that 
the mental development of these aliens is not equal to that of 
other peoples, and that they do not more than measure up in ;n- 
telligence with the average child of parents from northwestern 
Europe. 
This is a fact to be faced. 
It is a splendid thing to be able to stand up and announce 
to an impoverished Europe: “The Statue of Liberty beckons you. 
Come! 
Within America you are assured hope and happiness.” 
But as one would not think of inviting into his home children 
who might grow up to disrupt it, neither can one risk the future 
of his country by offering such an invitation to chose who can­ 
not be assimilated into the life of the American people. The ideal­ 
ist claims that these people can be assimilated. And possibly they 
could, if the life into which they are to be assimilated was suffi­ 
ciently robust to allow the assimilation without being itself en­ 
dangered. 
However, there is a danger that such will affect che 
American standards without themselves being influenced by che 
tried and proved foundation principles of the United States.

other words, the melting pot is all right as long as it melts; but 
the melting pot is in danger if explosive elements are put into it. 
Wisdom suggests care in feeding metals into the pot; for • wen 
good melting pots may crack. 
Canada, with its great undeveloped resources, is more in ieee! 
of immigration than the United States. 
But this has not prev< Hi­ 
ed our neighbor to the north passing an immigration law which1 
specifies the classes who will not be allowed to land. 
Canada’s 
law is not based on percentages blit on fitness, and only the :it can 
get through the gates into that land. 
The narrow, provincially-minded American, who bids Amer­ 
ica paddle‘lier own canoe without a thought of other peoples en­ 
dangered by the cross-current in human affairs, leaving failed co 
sense the inter-relation of peoples even though ii war led to our 
putting two million American soldiers into Europe, is not che 
best leader; but it is equally true that those who are so much 
interested in those outside of our borders that they fail to see that 
neither a father nor a country can take into the home or the coun­ 
try all who are impoverished and destitute and mentally unlit 
and, in some cases physically diseased, without threatening the 
stability of the home or the nation, are the victims of a sentiment­ 
ality which may work ill to their children or their children’s chil­ 
dren who will be the citizens of generations which must bear che 
brunt of cher mistakes. 
But not all those who champion the admission of an increased 
number of aliens are moved by benevolent motives. 
Many who 
take this stand are influenced by the wish that cheap alien labor 
may be made easily obtainable, and by others who see in it che 
solution of the problem of securing hard-working, docile, domestic 
servants.
